Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 12/15/08 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejections under 35 USC 103 are withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claim 1-5, 7, 9-12, 15-20, 22, 24-26, 28, and 30-36 are allowed. The prior art 
does not teach exposing the surface to high temperature hydrogen in situ after 
exposure to nitrogen fluoride at the temperatures and pressures claimed in the 
independent claims.
